(oj "alternate applicant" in case of minor moans parent 
other than the parent who has made the application 
on behalf of minor. 

III. Face value of each unit : 

The face value of each unit shall be ten rupees. 

IV, Application for units : 

(1) Applications for units may be made by residents only 
viz. 

(a) individuals either singly or with another individual 
on joint/either or survivor basis. 

<b) a parent, step-parent or other lawful guardian on 
behalf of a resident minor. An application cannot 
be made by an adult and minor jointly. 

fc) an eligible Institution as defined under the Scheme 
including an Irrevocable private Trust. 

id) an individual for the benefit of another individual 
who Is a mentally handicapped person. 

(e) a society as defined under the scheme. 

(f) a registered co-operativo »ooiety. 

(g) other bodies corporate including bank & non profit 
making companies formed u/s. 25 of the Companies 
Act, 1956 but excluding other companies registered 
under Companies Act, 1956. 

(h) Hindu Uudividod Family. 

(2) Application shall be made in such form as may be 
approved by the Chairman/Executive Trutee of the Trust. 

(3) Application in respect of Monthly Income option shall 
be made for a minimum of 500 units and thereafter in multi¬ 
ples of 10. Likewise under the Cumulative option, applica¬ 
tion shall be made for a minimum of 200 units and in multi¬ 
ples of 10 thereafter. 

(4) (I) The payment for the units applied for by an appli¬ 
cant shall be made by him alongwith the application 
in cash, cheque or draft. Cheques or drafts should 
be drawn on branches of banks within the city whore 
tho office at which the application is tendered is 
situated. 

Provided however that the applicant who wishes 
to apply for units from a place other than where 
the Trust has it® office may do so by sending the 
application to the office or the Trust along with 
the bank draft for number of units applied for 
deducting therefrom charges payable for bank draft. 


applied for, the applicant shall be issued such lower 
number of units as could be Issued under (he scheme, 
the balance due to him shall be refunded at his cost 
in such manner as tho Trust may deem fi: 

tiii) A unit eenificate will be sent by registered post 
recorded delivered wirli or without acknowledment to 
the nddicss given by the applicant. Tho Trust will 
not incur any liability for loss, damage, misdelivery 
or non-delivery of the unit certificate, so sent. 

liv) A unit certificate issued by the Trust to the eligible 
institution or body corporate shall be made out in 
the name of the eligible instiluttion/body corporate. 

(5) Right of Trust to accept or reject application : 

The Trust shall have the ri^ht at its solo discretion to 
accept and/or reject application for issue of units under 
the scheme. Any decision of the Trust about the eligibi¬ 
lity or otherwise of a person to make an application under 
the scheme shall be final. 

(6) Applicant bound to comply with requirements under 
tho scheme before being issued units :

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in tho foregoing

Notwithstanding anything contained in any provision of 
the scheme, the Trust shall not be under an obligation to 
rcpmeliase units :

The repurchase price after the lock-in period for the cumu¬ 
lation option shall be arrived at by dividing the value us at 
the close of business on the working day immediately preced¬ 
ing the day on which the repurchase price is determined, of 
the assets therein, reduced by liabilities not being contingent 
liabilities or liabilities in respect of the initial capital and the 
unit capital including reserves, if any as at the close of busi¬ 
ness- on the said woiking day, by the number of units deemed 
to be in issue as at the close of business on tlic said day, 
deducting therefrom such sum us in the opinion of lhe Trust 
is adequate to cover brokerage, commission, taxes, if any, 
stamp duties and other charges in relation to the realisation 
of investments by the Trust and adjusting downwalds the 
resulting price by no T more than 5 paise per unit.

(c) in tbc case of preference shares and equity shares 
quo'cd ex-dividend and dividend declared hut not 
received. 

• Ii Other assets shall be valued at their book value. 

XI. Point of unit certificate 

Unit cert licatcs shall be in tho Form A annexed hereto. 
Each unit certificate shall bear a distinctive number, the 
number of units represented by the certificate and the name 
• >f the unitholder. 

XIT. Manner of preparation of unit cirlihcale 

The unit certificates may he engraved or lithographed or 
printed as the Board of Trustees may, from time to time, 
determine and shall bo signed on behalf of the Trust by 
two persons duly authorised by the Trust. Every such 
signature may either be autographic or may he effected by 
a mechanical method. No unit certificate shall ho valid 
unless and until il is so signed. Unit certificates so signed 
shall be valid and binding notwithstanding (hat, before 
lhe issue thereof, any person whose signature appears 
Therein, may have ceased to be a person authorised to 
sign unit certificates oil behalf of the Trust. Provided that 
should the unit certificate so prepared contain the signature 
of an authorised porson who however is dead at the time 
of issue of the certificate, the Trust rnav by a method 
considered by ii as most suitable, cancel Ihe signature 
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of such a person appearing on the certificate and have 
the signature of any other authorised person affixed to it. 

The unit certificate so issued shall also be valid. 

XIU. Trustts not to he recognized regarding unit cciUjicatcs 

(1) The person who is registered as the holder aixl in 

whose name ft unit certificate has been issued shall be 

the only person to be recognized by the Trust as the 
unitholder and as having any right, title or interest in or 
to such Unit certificate and the units which it represents; 

and the Trust may recognize such unitholder as absoluV 
owner thereof and shall not be bound by any notice to 
the contrary or to take any notice of tbs execution of 

any Trust or, save as herein expressly provided or us by 
some court of competent jurisdiction oidered, to' recognise 
any Trust or equity or other interest allccting the title to 
any unit certificate or the units thereby represented. 

(2) Wien an application is. made by an individual for 
the benefit of another individual who is mentally handi¬ 
capped and accepted by the Trust, the Trust shall not be 
deemed to be taking notice of any trust. The Tmst shall 
deal, for all purposes, under the Scheme with the 
applicant or the person mentioned as alternate applicant 
in the application form in the event of the applicant’s 
death. Subject io the provisions of this scheme, every 
unitholder shall be entitled to exchange any or all of 
his unit certificates for one or more unit certificates of 
such denominations as he may require, representing the 
same aggregate No. of units. While applying for such 
exchange the unitholder shall surrender ;o the Trust the 
unit certificate or certificates to be exchanged and shall 
pay to the Trust money (if any payable thereunder) in 
respect of the issue of the new unit certificate Or certificaies. 

XIV. Exchange of unit certificate and procedure when 

certificate.'! f.v mutilated, defaced, ton etc. 

(1) Subject to the provisions of this Scheme, in ease 
any unit certificate shall be mutilated or worn out or 
defaced, the Trust in its diseiction, may issue to the person 
entitled a new unit certificate representing the virnc aggre¬ 
gate number of units as tbc mutilated or worn out or 
defaced unit certificate. In case any unit certificate should 
be lost, stolen or destroyed, ihe Trust may, in its discretion, 
issue to the person entitled a new unit certificate in lieu 
thereof. No such new unit certificate shall be issued un¬ 
less the applicant shall previously have ; 

(i) furnished to the Trust evidence satisfactory to it 
of the mutilation, wearing out, defacement, loss, 
theft or destruction of the original unit certificate; 

lii) paid all expenses in connection with the investiga¬ 
tion of the facts; 

(iii) tin ease of mutilation or wearing out or deface¬ 
ment ) produced and surrendered to the trust the 
mutilated or worn out or defaced unit certificates; 
and 

liv) furnished to the Trust such indemnity as il may 
require. 

(2) Anv change of name or address on the part of any 
such certificate in good faith under the provisions of this 
clause. 

XV. Register uf unitholders : 

The following provisions shall have cfi'cet with regard to 
the registration of unitholders— 

(1) A register of the unitholders shall be kept by the 
Trust and there shall be entered in the register ; 

(a) the names and addresses of the unitholders; 

tb) the distinctive number of the unit certificate and the 
number of units held by every such person; and 

(c) the date on which such person became the holder 
of the units standing in bis name. 

(2) Any change of name or address on the part of any 
unitholder shall be notified to the Trust, which, on being 
satisfied of such change and on compliance with such formali¬ 
ties as it may require, shall alter the register accordingly. 
Any change pursuant to the death of an applicant who has 


applied for units for the benefit of another individual who 
is a mentally handicapped person shall be entered in the 
register accordingly. 

(3) Except when the registers are closed in accordance with 
the provisions in that behalf hereinafter contained, the regis¬ 
ter shall during business hours (subject to such reasonable 
restrictions as the Tuist may impose but so that not less 
than two boms on each business day shall be allowed for 
inspection) be open to inspection by any unitholder without 
charge. 

(4) 'Ihe register will be closed at such times and for such 
periods as ihe Tins! may from time to time determine pro¬ 
vided that it shall not be dosed for more than 30 days in any¬ 
one year. Tbe Trust shall give notice of such closure by 
advertisement in such newspapers as the Board may direct. 

(5) No notice of any trust express, implied or constructive 
shall be entered in the regiser in respect of any unit. 

XVI. Application by and registeration of eligible institutions, 
minors, an applicant for the benefit of a mentally handi¬ 
capped pci son : 

1 1) Eligible institutions, body corporate, and societies (in¬ 
cluding co-operative rocicliesl may be registered as unitholders. 

(2) An adult, being a parent, step-parent or other lawful 
guardian of a minor hold units and deal with them in accor¬ 
dance with and to the extent provided, in sub-section (2A1 
of Section 21 of the Acl. vSuch adult if so required shall fur¬ 
nish lo Ihe Trust, in such manner as may be specified, proof 
of the age of Ihe minor and the capacity to hold and deal 
with units on behalf of the minors. The Trust shall be 
cniitlcd Lo act on the statements made of such adult in the 
application form without any further proof. 

(3) Where an rppficdiion is made by an individual for the 
benefit of another individual who is mentally handicapped 
person, tbe Trust shall act on the statements and the certi¬ 
ficates furnished and in doing so the Trust shall be deemed 
to be act'ny in good l-fith. The Tiust shall be entitled to 
deal only vv.th the applicant and in the event of his death, 
tbe altcmrle applicant for all practical purposes and any pay¬ 
ment in respect of the units, by tbe Trust to the said applicant 
or the alternate applicant shall be good discharge to the 
Trust. 

(4) Eligildo institutions, body co.poratc or societies relevant 
documents showing the applicants' competence to invest in 
units, such as Memorandum and articles. Bye-laws etc. certi¬ 
fied authorising the oliice bearer copy of ihe resolution of the 
managing body and a copy of the requisite power of attorney. 

XVII, Receipt by iinitlioldei lo discharge Tmst : 

The receipt of the unitholder for any moneys paid to him 
in respect of the units represented by the certificates shall be 
a good discharge to the Trust. 


XVIII. Nomination by unilholcten : 

( l) Unitholders holding units singly or two unitholders 
holding jointly may exercise ihe right to make or cancel a 
nomination to the extent provided in the regulations. 

(2) Unitholder being eiiher parent or lawful guardian on 
behalf of a minor and an eligible institution, societies, bodies 
corporate, and an applicant who has applied for units for 
the benefit of a mentally handicapped person shall have no 
right to make any nomination. 

XIX. Transfer of Units . 

(1) No tiansfer of units issued under this Scheme under 
Monthly Income option shall be permissible. Transfer of 
units shall be pcinrissiblc where the units are issued under 
Cumulative option by completion of such formalities us may¬ 
be decided by the Trust, However, a unitholder may pledge 
all the units covered in a certificate with a bank for availing 
of loan but pledge cannot be made of the income in respect 
thereof and the 4 luxI shall record upon pledge being made 
a lien in its records. The bank holding the pledge upon 
enforcing it would bo registered as a transferee unitholder. 
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(2) Every unitholder holding units under cumulative option 
herein after refersred shall be entitled to transfer the units 
or any of the units held by him by an instrument in writing 
in a form approved by the Chairman of the Trust provided 
that no transfer shall be registered if the registration thereof 
would resulul in the transferor or the transferee being a holder 
of a No. of units not being a multiple of ten. 

(3) Every instrument of transfer shall be signed by the 
transferor and the transferee and the transferor shall be 
deemed to remain the holder of the units transferred until 
the name of the tninseforee is entered in the register in 
respect thereof. 

(4) Every instrument of transfer shall be duly stamped (if 
under the law it requires to be stamped) and left with the 
Trust for registration alongwilh the relevant unit certificate 
or certificates and such other evidence as the Trust may 
require in support of the title of the transferor or his right 
to transfer the units. For purposes of calculation of the value 
of stamps to ho affixed, the face value of each unit shall be 
Rs. 10/- i.e. at par or repurchase price whichever is higher. 

(5) Every instrument of transfer shall be lodged with 
Trust for registration at least a month before the period of 
closure of books alongwilh the relevant certificate. If the 
transfer is registered in the books of the Trust after the period 
of book closure as the case may be the dividend accruing 
for the period prior to the transfer will be paid to the trans¬ 
feror. 

(6) As an ell'cct of a transfer the natuie of the units shall 
remain unaltered j.o. a transferee cannot seek conversion 
from the Cumulative option to the Monthly Income oplion. 

XX. Death or bankruptcy of a unitholder : 

(1) In the event of death of a unitholder, the nominee,-; 
shall do person/s recognised by the Trust as the person/s en¬ 
titled to the amount puyablc by the Trust in jexpect of units 
under the regulations. 

(2) In the absence of a valid nomination by a unitholder 
the executor or administrators of the deceased unitholder or 
n holder of succession certificate issued under Emt X of the 
Indian {succession Act, 1V25 (29 of 1925) shall he the only 
persons who may be recognised by the Trust as having any 
title to the unit. 

(3) Any person becoming entitled to the units consequent 
upon the death or bankruptcy of a unitholder may, upon pro¬ 
ducing such evidence as to his title as the Trust shall consider 
sufficient, be paid the repurchase value of all units to the 
credit of the deceased at par after all the formalities in 
connect on with the claim have been complied with by the 
claimant. 

14) In the event the sole nominee under the unit certificate 
is a person eligible to hold units then at the desire of the said 
nominee, the nominee may instead of receiving the repur¬ 
chase value of all units to the credit of the deceased shall be 
permitted to hold the units as a unitholder and continue to re¬ 
main registered as a unitholder nnd shall be issued a unit cer¬ 
tificate in his name in respect of units so desired to be held 
subject to tho conditions regarding minimum holdings. 

15) In the event of the death of the applicant who has 
applied for units for the benefit of a mentally handicapped 
person, the Trust shall deal with the alternate applicant ns if 
he were the applicant. Further, in the event of the death of 
the applicant or the alternate applicant, as the case may be. 
tile existing applicant shall appoint another individual ns his 
alternate applicant. 

In the event of death of a unitholder participating under the 
emulative option during the lock-in period the Trust shall 
settle the cluim and pay the legal heir/nomince the repur¬ 
chase value which will be equal to a sum of face ”uluc of 
limts and dividend paid under the Monthly Income option 
till date of settlement. 


XXI. Investment Limits; 

(1) Investments by the Tiust from the funds of the Scheme 
in the securities of any company shall not exceed 159f> of 
the securities issued nnd outstanding of such companies. 


Provided that the aggregate of such investments in ihe 
capital initially issued by new industrial undertakings shall 
not at any time exceed 5 % of the total amount of the said 
funds. 

(2) '1 iic limits prescribed under sub-clause (1) shall not 
apply to investments of the Trust in bonds and debentures 
nnd deposits of n company whether secured or not. 

XXII. Income Distribution ; 

The unitholder shall have the right to exorcise an option to 1 
participate for the Monthly income option or the Cumulative 
op'ion. This shall be done at the time of Investment in the 
scheme and the oplion once exercised will be final. 

A. Monthly Income Oplion : 

0) The Income Distribution under the scheme shall be at 
Ihe following intcs— 

14.5% for the first three years 

15% for the next two years 

and made payable on u monthly basis subject to revision by 
tne Trust based upon the income ol the scheme nnd other 
lclevaut factors. 

(2) Die Income Distribution for each month shall be made 
payante at me otgmning ol luc louuwing month und wilt be 
paid uy lqe tiust under such pre-payment arrangements uy 
means of income Distribution Wart ants or any instrument en- 
tasiuolo at par at tbc branches ol such bank as the Trust may 
specify. Sucn of those units us have been sold under an appli¬ 
cation accepted by the Trust on or before the 13th day of a 
month shall be eligible lor income distribution for the whole 
month, and units sold oiler the 15th day of 11/5 month shall be 
eligible for income distribution for that half month. How¬ 
ever, since the Scheme is open between tho 7th of September 
and r/th (j,t Coluber, those unitholders joining the Scheme on 
the lf.ih imJ/or 17th of October will ulso be eligible for full 
month’s dividend. 

Jn case an applicant opts for (he Cumulative option, one 
consolidated wnirant will be paid for the period uplo Novem¬ 
ber 1, 1992. 

The entitlement of dividend will depend upon the date of 
joining ns follows ;

13) Provided that the Income Distribution for the period 
ending on November 30, 1992 .will be sent by one income 
distribution warrant and shall be forwarded to the unitholder 
alongwith the 59 post dated Income Distribution Warrants for 
the months upto October 31, 1997. The Trust however re¬ 
serves the right to forward post dated Income Distribution 
Warrants for such periods as the Trust may determine, 

(4) Subject to the provisions of sub-clause (3), the warrants 
for payment of income distribution on u monthly basis will be 
sent to the unitholder altogether and the warrants will be 
so dated that the unitholder shall encash each one of the 
warrants on becoming mature for payment.
